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OUR FRONTISPIECE 


GUY R. LYLE 
By George P. Wilson 


Although Guy Lyle is an admirer of truth, 
he won’t like what I am going to write about 
him. He shrinks from being praised, but 
gives deserved praise to others. What I 
say of him will not be regarded as fulsome 
by those who know him but rather as under- 
statement. A sketch of this kind ought to 
give mere acquaintances and strangers a 
unit picture of its biographee. To do this, 
I must give my impressions of the man and 
the impressions of others who have known 
him well for years. Who's Who in America, 
Who’s Who in Library Science, College and 
Research Libraries (VI, 77), and the like, 
present facts devoid of interpretation, for 
those who merely run and read. After all, 
I am not writing this sketch for Mr. Lyle: 
it is for those who wish to know what he is 
like as a librarian and a human being. 


In 1935 I was one of five members of a 
committee appointed to select a new head 
for our library at the Woman’s College of 
the University of North Carolina. We cor- 
responded with and interviewed a large 
number of librarians. The letters of recom- 
mendation for one librarian were so full of 
the good qualities of him that two members 
said that there wasn’t any such man. But 
despite this reservation of suspicion, we em- 
ployed the man— Guy R. Lyle. After he 
had been here a short time, we realized that 
the letters were incorrect — they had fallen 
short of giving him full credit. 

Mr. Lyle has a quick, incisive mind; he is 
rapid in the execution of his ideas; and in 
conference he can come to a point at once, 
and one knows what the point is. He works 
with a steady, methodical drive, and not a 
nervous dash. It is surprising how much 
work he can accomplish. 


He is a man of many ideas and is always 
trying out something new, and encourages 
his staff to try new methods. But if a plan 
of his does not work, he discontinues it. 


Although not a slave-driver, he expects 
others to perform their reasonable duties, 
and he is impatient of shoddy work. Never 
does he ask or expect a staff member to do 
things he himself is unwilling to do. One 
member who has had experience in a number 
of libraries said of him: ‘‘He is the fairest 
person I ever worked with.” 


He keeps an open eye for the welfare of 
his library and his staff, endeavoring to 
secure better and more equipment, to add 
more books, to have better working condi- 
tions, and to get salary increases. I have, 
however, never known him to request or 
make a move to have his own salary in- 
creased. The respect that administrators 
have for his ability and his character means 
that his requests are usually granted. 

Some good administrators can run affairs 
so well that they try to look after the 
details for the heads of departments. Mr. 
Lyle consults with his staff (even the lower 
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ones) and delegates authority to the heads 
of departments. Thus he discovers talent, 
gains co-operation, and engenders espritzde 
corps. 

The reader will have inferred from what I 
have said that Mr. Lyle, like any other suc- 
cessful administrator, is a good psychologist. 
He is quick and accurate in his appraisal of 
the ability and the character of people. 


The man who knows his field, who is a 
good administrator and executive is to be 
admired; but these things are not enough. 
They alone make us think of “l’homme ma- 
chine.” Guy Lyle is sympathetic with 
those who have problems — students, teach- 
ers, staff members. One young librarian 
whom he had trained remarked: ‘‘] remem- 
ber him for his patient, understanding atti- 
tude in preparing me for my profession.” 
His wit and humor make him a pleasant 
companion in the library, at home, or on a 
camping trip. Friends like to quote his 
quips written on cards and in letters. 


But lest someone think that he is a 
“softie,’ let me say that he can show a 
righteous anger that puts cowards in their 
place. He has no traffic with underhanded 
persons or their methods. 


Although I have lived in North Carolina 
more than thirty years, Mr. Lyle after two 
years here could tell me more things than I 
knew about the history of the state, its edu- 
cation, its early libraries — and, of course, 
its present libraries, its authors, its musi- 
cians, and so on. He is now learning much 
about Louisiana. 

His interests spread in many directions. 
He studies Colonel William Byrd, the diarist, 
and writes about his library. He digs up 
surprising facts on George III as a book col- 
lector. He makes a critical study of a prom- 
inent living American author, and is now 
working on a bibliography of this man’s 
writings. He takes a trip to Texas and jots 
down a new recipe for potatoes ‘‘treated” 
and baked in their jackets —a delicacy he 
had just sampled. He rigs up a double de- 
vice for catching fish. While he and a busi- 
ness friend soak up Louisiana sun, they 
philosophize on committee meetings, smok- 
ing, communism, and the Korean war. He 
encourages a gifted classical scholar to trans- 
late and publish the works of classical writ- 
ers. Although a man of books and a lover 
of books, he is fond of the outdoors and 
sports: tennis, handball, hunting, fishing, 
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canoeing. But none of these things interfere 
with his chief business — running a library, 


_Here follow some brief facts concerning 
his life and experience. 


Born in Lloydminster, Canada, 1907. 
Did some work in the Edmonton Public Li- 
brary before going to college. Graduated 
from the University of Alberta with the 
B.A. degree at nineteen, 1927. Then at- 
tended the Columbia University Library 
School, where he received his M.S., 1932. 
While at Columbia, was assistant in the 
reading room and supervisor of the stacks 
in the New York Public Library. Librarian 
and instructor in Library Science, Antioch 
College, 1929-35. Associate professor of 
Library Science, University of Illinois, 
1935-36. Librarian, Woman’s College of 
the University of North Carolina, 1936-44. 
On leave of absence from the Woman’s Col- 
lege as assistant professor in the University 
of Illinois Library School, 1942-43. Direc- 
tor of libraries, Louisiana State University, 
since 1944. Taught during the summer at 
Louisiana State University, 1937; Univer- 
sity of North Carolina, 1938; University of 
Illinois, 1943, 1949; Columbia University, 
1946, 1947. 


His speeches, book reviews, and articles 
are too numerous to be listed here. His 
books are College Library Publicity, 1935; 
Guide for Students in the Use of Books and 
Libraries (with Mildred Oliver et al.), 2nd 
ed., 1939; Report of a Survey of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia (with L. R. Wilson, Harrie 
Branscomb, and Ralph M. Dunbar), 1939; 
Report of a Survey of the University of Florida 
(with L. R. Wilson and A. F. Kuhlman), 
1940; Classified List of Periodicals (with Vir- 
ginia M. Trumper), 3rd ed., 1948; The Ad- 
ministration of the College Library (with Paul 
Bixler, Marjorie Hood, and Arnold H. 
Trotier), 2nd ed., 1949. 


He has held numerous offices in various 
library organizations, has served as editor 
for special departments in library journals, 
and is a member of a number of educational 
and professional associations. 


Several times he has been called in as a 
consultant on library buildings, the books 
for libraries, and methods of running a 
library. 

A person’s family is important. He 
married Margaret White, 1930. They have 
four children: John Donald, Jennifer Ann, 
Christopher, and Margaret Ellen.

PREFACE 


It is hoped that this bibliography of English materials concerning Ramén José Sender will fill a need of 
students of Spanish literature. Federico Sanchez y Escribano of the Department of Romance Languages at 
the University of Michigan is now compiling a bibliography on Mr. Sender’s works in the Spanish language. 
This will be a much more extensive bibliography and entails Mr. Escribano’s going to Spain to check many 
newspapers and magazines; therefore, the publication date is unknown. 

It was a great pleasure to meet Mr. Sender in December, 1949, at which time the compiling of this bib- 
liography was discussed. He suggested that the scope be limited to include only his works in the English 
language. Therefore, nothing has been included that has not been written in or translated into English. Mr. 
Sender’s books have been translated into many languages and his writings in his native tongue are numerous, 


In compiling this bibliography, a great many tools have been used and a diligent search has been made. 
However, it is entirely possible that there may be articles by and about him in certain unindexed periodicals 
and composite books which have not been discovered. In view of the fact that additions to the bibliography 
might be published later, the compiler would appreciate any such articles brought to her attention. One 
error in the Index to Labor Periodicals attributed the article ‘“‘Art Treasures and Spanish War” (New Republic, 
October 13, 1937) to R. Sender though Stephen Spender is the author. 


It was thought best to divide this bibliography into two parts: works by Mr. Sender and materials written 
about him, both biographical and critical. The literature under these two sections has been arranged chron- 
ologically; the review articles, alphabetically. The annotations are merely descriptive notes. No attempt 
at criticism has been made; therefore, the deeper meanings shown by the symbolism in Mr. Sender's novels 
and the psychological motives of the characters in his plays have not been interpreted. Titles without notes 
are those which the compiler was unable to examine. 

The assistance of Miss Rose B. Phelps of the University of Illinois Library School and Miss Wilma L. 
Shelton of the University of New Mexico was most helpful and greatly appreciated.

A professional avocation of the writer, zealously pursued for nearly two decades, is that of searching out 
papers, books, monographs, pe and other written sources (in English) that have to do with the histori- 
cal development of electrical engineering and of electrophysics and with the lives and work of noted electrical 
engineers and electrophysicists. This seeking out, gradually broadened in scope through the years, has now 
encompassed search of (i) complete files to-date of the pertinent serial publications printed in the English 
language; (ii) the stacks and card catalogs of most of the important university, public, and technical libraries 
located in the East and Middle West; (iii) the accumulated catalogs of the principal publishers of technical 
and scientific texts; (iv) the lists of offerings, over two decades, of the larger dealers in used and rare scientific 
and technical works; (v) much relevant miscellaneous bibliographic material — book indexes, printed catalogs 
of libraries, surveys of special collections, and kindred aids. 


It is believed that much the greater part of the more important material has now been located and read. 
In such thought it seems desirable that the results of the search now be made available for professional use. 

The consequential items of nonpersonal nature comprise the bibliography of some 1,100 titles given below. A 
subsequent complementary bibliography of some 1,000 titles will encompass the consequential items devoted 
to accounts — biographical, autobiographical, or reminiscent — of men who substantially advanced either 
the theory or the application of electricity. 

These comprehensive classified listings may prove of especial interest to reference librarians in university, 
ublic or industrial work; to librarians of engineering, physical sciences, or history of science departmental 
ibraries; and to secondary school librarians who are being called upon for pertinent informative and biographi- 

cal material by the continuously increasing numbers of high-school students planning careers in a phase of 
engineering or physical science. 

The general use of such material is discussed at length in an interesting article by L. St. L. Pendred (‘‘The 
Value of Technological History,” Transactions Newcomen Society, Volume 4, 1923, pages 1-9; discussion 
pages 10-11). Certain special professional uses are epitomized in an interesting editorial published in the 
Electrical World for January 27, 1940 (volume 113, page 273). The writer of this editorial deplores the lack 
of a written history of the electrical industry; mentions some of the sources available to him who would write 
this history; stresses the values to be gained from this history — a reliable history would contain answers to 
questions of a certain type that can be answered, at present, only by dint of direct research; absorption of the 
knowledge of the past presented in this history would serve to guide the future activities of new recruits to the 
profession; delineation of ground that has already been adequately explored would forestall effort to renew 
practices that, long ago, were proven uneconomic or unfruitful; outline of what constitutes the electrical in- 
dustry, of what it has accomplished, and of how it did so would stimulate the student shortly to engage in 
industry; the worker’s faith in the industry that he labors in would be reconfirmed. 


While the two bibliographies mentioned can hardly be interpreted as written histories, they yet fulfill the 
ends just outlined — better so, possibly, than a formal history. For if the titles listed in each of these bibliog- 
raphies be considered as entries in the table of contents of a fictitious text, and if the content of each of these 
entries be thought of as chapters therein, we have a collective work that is comprehensive — practically ever 
phase of electrophysics and electrical engineering is treated at length; exhaustive — commonly, the detail 
associated with a given phase is beyond the scope of any ordinary volume; authoritative — in many instances 
the chapters are written by those who were coeval with or instrumental in the development of the topic they 
discuss; enduring — for as many of these chapters are primitive sources of our knowledge of the past, their 
value as references can be but enhanced by the passage of time.
